Mini Lesson 


1. Display Performance Indicator: "After reading a fictional text, create a visual representation (e.g., graphic organizer) analyzing and 
evaluating how the literary elements of plot (non-linear and linear), character development, and point of view contribute to the author's 
message." Discuss expectations and clarify as needed. 

2. Display examples of graphic organizers students may use to complete the task. Explain that they may also choose another format for their 
visual representation. 

3. Display the model and to justify the visual representation.
